A. King lay la state la the old throne-roo- m 
of the Executive building yester 
day from 11 a. m. to 3 o'clock p. m. and 
numbers of people passed through 
to 
view the body during those hours. The 
remains were taken In a bearse from 
Henry William' undertaking 
parlors 
shortly before 9 o'clock escorted by a 
squad of foot police under Capala Par 
ker; a battery of the Sixth Artillery 
was drawn up la line and sainted as 
the casket waa borne into the Execu 
tive building. 
The 
large 
hall waa 
beautifully decorated with ferns and 
palms, the speaker's stand being liter- 
ally a mass of these plants, while about 
the elegant black casket were numer- 
ous floral designs sent la by friends 
and admirers of the deceased 
Minis- 
ter. 
Some of these were exceedingly 
pretty. 
In front 
was a large 
mono- 
gram In flowers

The body 
will again be open to the view of the 
public from 1 to 
2 o'clock on Sunday 
afternoon.

'"It la a strange coincidence that a 
gentleman named W. J. Weaver shoal 
be la trouble at Honolulu over the pub- 
lication la a Japanese paper of what 
purported to be the gentleman's

ord. 
Wearer went to the Iskads oa 
the yacht Norna and baa posed as4 a 


well-know- n 
yachtsman and a wealthy 
fellow. 
He objects to the statement 
made in the Japanese paper that 
he 
waa forced to leave Yokohama In 
a 
hurry. 
" 'Commodore' 
Weaver, 
referred to 
in the above, Is not, in all probability, 
the W. J. Weaver who startled 
Port- 
land, Seattle, Spokane Falls, and, 
la- 
ter, San Francisco with queer stories 
of newspaper syndicates, and who had 
several Eastern publications, including 
Harpers', 
chasing him all over 
the 
country for 
advertising 
matter that 
was collected on and never turned In. 
"Yet 
'Commodore 
Weaver, ll 
is 
curious to relate, bears the most strik- 
ing similarity to his namesake la the 
matter of claims 
that the Honolulu 
gM is putting forward. 
The' local 
1Wrtr,iwte.WM kaown as a danger- - 
amtRtaa 


a famous yachtsman, if he could be be- 
lieved. 
He was also a big newspaper 
owner (In his Imagination) and a fine 
hand at producing souvenir programs. 
Ho was always armed with letters from 
various papers, and in many cases the 
letters were pronounced spurlousby 
men who wcro supposed to have signed 
them. 
There Is a long, unsavory 'rec- 
ord after the trail of the local Weaver, 
and the Honolulu gentleman has un 
doubtedly been confused 
with the tall 
Augustus Howard 
like creaturo 
who 
Is so well known to the Sound, Port 
land and local publishers." 
The Augustus Howard referred to Is 
probably ono of the numerous aliases 
adopted by the "one" Weaver in some

Its Value la Orladlar Ciie. 
The Mexicans 
begin 
to understand 
tho valuo of good machinery 
in 
the 
grinding o( sugar cane, and In the re-- 
flndlng 
of sugar, as witness the fol 
lowing: 
"A notable shipment 
of machinery 
was recently made from New Orlnans 
to Mexico by the Whitney Iron Works, 
of Now Orleans. 
There were Just 1009 
pieces in the shipment. 
Ot these IMS 
thero were twclvo plecos which weigh 
ed each 20,000 pounds, the entire ship- 
ment being over 11,000 tons. 
Of this 
amount over 
COO tons were made by 
the Whitney Iron Works, the other 
being framework for the 
building of 
sugar houses, etc. 
"This 
is the 
first 
eblpment of this kind we 
havo ever 
made,' said Charlea 
M. Whitney. 
'We 
will have 
two other 
augar 
N refinery 
plants ot about the same size to follow 
In a few weeks, all going to Mexico. 
Yes, the people cf Mexico have deter 
mined upon making their own refined 
sugar, 
and 
where 
heretofore 
there 
have boon tho cruder mills, making on 
ly rough sugar, there will now be the 
finest quality ot sugar turned out. The 
prospects are that there will be sev- 
eral 
other 
smaller 
shipments 
right 
away, nnd 
from present 
indications 
Mexico will call upon New Orleans for 
a continuous shipment of sugar 
ma- 
chinery, as the movement is general.' 
There is every evldenco that tho future 
shipments of big machinery to Mexico 
will asaume large proportions."

There is trouble In the offlco of tho 
Interior Department and it is all caus- 


ed by tho ofllciousness 
of certain 
at- 
torneys who have been calling for cer- 
tain papers which should be open to 
public Inspection, 
but 
which 
cannot 
now be found. 
These papers are the original ones 
filed in the Interior 
Office at the time 
of the Incorporation of the Hawaiian 
Tramways Company 
in the year 1888 
and they were filed on the 
29th of 
August of that year. 
Whether they have been lost entire- 
ly, accidentally mislaid or destroyed, 
stolen purposely or are reposing peace- 
fully In the desk of some person who 
borrowed 
them' Is a question that 
is 
now bothering a good many people, 
and is likely to do so for some time. 
Ono thing is certain and that Is that 
they cannot now 
be found anywhere 
in the Interior 
Offlco although search 
has been made for them high anil low 
many times over. 
The large envelope 
In

posited has been found, somewhat dila 
pidated It In true but still Intact with 
the endorsements in red Ink showing 
plainly what the envelope 
should

tain but does not.

The Importance of tlieso papers will 
be apparent when it Is stated that the 
original franchiso to

William It. Austin

Hawaii must prepare 
to 
maintain 
herself 
against 
the reign 
of science, 
which Is Instructing the sugar planters 
of other countries how to cultivate the 
sugar cane, and extract tho Juice. 
The 
old system of conducting the sugar in 
dustry in the British colonies 
Is about 
to end. 
The absentee proprietors, who 
took little or no Interest In 
Improv- 
ing the conditions of the Industry and 
urgently demanded 
Income, their man- 
agers also who took no 
Interest 
In 
adopting improved methods, 
because 
the absent owners refused to encourage 
them; 
tho 
resident 
proprietors who 
lived beyond their means or spent their 
time quarreling over the low prlco of 
BUgar, are now forced to go Into final 
bankruptcy, or reform the methods of 
the industry. 
As some of the colonies 
have applied to the Imperial Govern- 
ment for aid, that government has pro 
mised them somo help but tells them 
distinctly that It Is largely their own 
fault that they cannot make any pro- 
fit out of tho Industry, that 
It they 
will use tho present knowledge 
which 
Is 
available, 
and 
can 
bo 
obtained 
through trained experts, tho Increase 
of yield in their plantations will secure 
them profits 
even 
In spite of the dis- 
criminating tariffs and bounties. 
The new commissioner 
of agriculture 
for the West Indies, 
Dr. Morris, 
has 
already begun to promote scientific 
cul- 
tivation and manufacture In the West 
Indies. 
He has at his disposal 
$90,000 
per year. 
This sum 
Is small, but he 
believes that with It, he can place the 
Industry on the "rock-botto- 
of science 
and common sense." 
The first agricul 
tural congress 
of tho West Indies was 
held In the Darbadocs 
in January last. 
It was attended by planters and 
off- 


icials 
from all of the colonies. 
Qreat 
enthusiasm was manifested In Its pro- 
ceedings. 
It was stated by Dr. Morris 
that the sugar cane could now bo pro- 
duced from seed, and In this way 
Im- 
proved varieties could bo obtained and 
the pcrcentago of sugar Increased. 
A 
certain cane 
known 
as Barbadoes 
or 
"B 147," obtained in this way had 
al- 
ready produced 
as high as three tons 
per acre, or double 
the average yield 
in that colony. 
The frightful waste of 
juice in the grinding process 
was dis 
cussed. 
It was said that In tho old 
Muscovado 
process over 
2000 
pounds 
ofsugar per acrewa& lost, or left in 
the canes. 
If the yield of the present acreage of 
lands under cane cultivation 
In 
the 
West Indies should 
bo Increased 
by 
only one ton per acre, 
tho 
product 
would 
begin 
to add largely to the 
world's 
supply. 
If 
better 
scientific 
methods are adopted, 
as they will be, 
and the Increase trebled tho yield will 
add still more to the world's supply. 


Those who aro 
Interested 
in 
tho 
sugar industries must not forget that 
the British hold a vast store house of 
labor In tho millions of East Indian 
coolies, who can be placed on the sugar 
plantations. 
They can be confined to 
British territory, and kept to British 
use. 
Better methods of cano cultiva- 
tion and manufacture will enable the 
planters to pay better wages. 
But the 
low priced labor of the coming century 
Is In the hands of the Imperial 
Gov- 
ernment of Qreat Britain. 
Within a few years, perhaps fifteen 
or twenty, the American tariff on sugar 
will break down. 
The annexation 
of 
Cuba will make It useless. 
The sugar 
beet Industry 
will gradually mako it 
less Important as a source of revenue. 
These are the conditions which will 
confront Hawaii, not for some years 
to come perhaps, but Inevitably in the 
end. 
There 
Is 
no discouragement, 
from 
this outlook, for tho main Industry of 
these Islands, but It gives 
full 
and 
abundant warning that 
we shall 
be 
before long in tho noblo struggle for 
existence.

Judges," as 'he had told tho Venezuelan 
government that Its claim was a good 
one. 
Did the eminent counsel 
get his 
fees in advance, or has he waited until 
the case has

decided? 
Those 
who deal with 
the 
South 
American 
Republics 
usually ask for cash In 
ad- 
vance, as the officers and crews of these 
vessels 
of State, are in a constant 
state, of mutiny. 
The crew of tho Ve- 
nezuela craft 
has mutinied 
already.

DRINKING 
FOUNTAINS. 


An 
Item 
In tho Advertiser 
of 
yes- 
terday called attention to the need of 
drinking fountains for man and beast 
In this place. 
For animals there is now only one, 
If the evidence of several 
hack-drive- 
rs 
Is correct. 
For man there Is substan- 
tially none. 
The need of them In ths 
case of animals is so obvious that it 
requires no argument. 
Those who take 
a kindly Interest In them declare that 
the absenco 
of 
convenient 
watering 
places, causes a largo amount of suffer- 
ing to tho many animals used In town, 
especially 
among those owned 
by the 
poorer classes of people, 
who 
drive 
them from some remote places In the 
rural parts. 
A community which Is, on 
the whole, 
rather 
Indifferent 
to 
the 
cause of preventing cruelty to animals, 
will not take much Interest in such a 
trivial 
affair 
as 
providing 
drinking 
fountains for creatures that can't take 
care of themselves. 
One would expect 
In a generous community, that these 
horse drinking 
fountains 
.would 
be 
found in many places, as the gifts of 
humane people, 
but benevolence 
does 
not seem to run In that direction. 


As to man, the case Is still 
morn 
serious. 
An officer In one of the regiments In 
transitu, 
says that at a railway 
sta- 
tion In Indiana, at which the trains, 
conveying 
troops 
stopped 
for 
five, 
minutes, a plain farmer, handicapped 
with benovolencc, 
placed 
five barrels 
o.' 
Ice 
water 
on 
the platform, and 
whenever a 
train 
pulled 
up, 
every 
thirsty 
soldier had a drink 
of 
cool 
water. 
Whenever the coming 
of 
a 
train 
with 
tloops 
was 
wired, 
tho 
farmer bought the Ice and carted it to 
the station, and his barrels were full 
of cool water when tho train stopped. 
The effervescing character 
of 
our 
kindness is seen In the extravagant en 
tertainment 
of the 
advanced 
forces, 
stopplnghereln transitu to Manila. The 
community generously gave $20,000 (or 
their entertainment. 
But we have late 
ly bad, as many as three thousand sol 
diers ou shore ut one time, and have 
not even tendered them a gluts of cold 
water,

A live, snappy, business man, reason 
ably familiar with governmental affairs 
and with the

The Advertiser has at times

with 
Mr. 
McCandless 
upon 
various issues cf the day, and, as he 
is a man who does his own thinking 
acd the Advertiser 
proposes 
to 
con- 
tinue as an .ndependent journal, there 
will probably be differences 
In 
the 
future; but at the present juncture and 
under existing conditions, it is 
sub- 
mitted that Mr. 
McCandless

Lyons' 
meteorological 
sum 
mary of the month Is unusually Inter 
esting. 
The school children should be 
made familiar with It each month as it 
is one of those matters which touch 
tbelr dally lives.

There has been little rain for Beven 
months, and there is some apprehen 
sion that the artesian 
wells are fall 
lng. 
The facts 
do not warrant 
any 
serious fear of that kind, provided the 
facts furnished 
by Prof. Lyons 
give 
sufficient 
data. 
As to their accuracy. 
Prof. Lyons' name Is an absolute guar 
antee of that. 
The normal amount of rainfall for 
the month is 2.04 feet. 
There has fallen 
since January 1st, 17.57 feet. 
During the month of September the 
rainfall 
was 
0.80. 
The waterworks 
were pumping about 
3,000,000 
of gal 
Ions of artesian water per day. 
A num: 
ber, perhaps 
20, other artesian 
wells 
were discharging 
many millions 
gal--' 
Ions more of water night and day In 
and near the city. 
But according to Prof. Lyons' state- 
ments, the fall of water In the artesian 
well 
which 
he 
constantly 
measures, 
was, during this' dry month of 
Sep- 
tember, from 34.4 feet abovo sea level 
to 34.2 feet abovo the same level. 
The 
fall therefore of water In that well was 
only 
two-tent- 
of a foot during the 
month.

Extracts 
From 
Report 
of Ceicral 
Wilson to tie War Department 
Jast Made Public 


Tho War Department has recently 
made public an abstract from the 
re- 
port of General Wilson, military com- 
mander of Santa Clara and Matanzas 
provinces, 
which contains the follow- 
ing valuable Information: 
The two provinces produce 
almost 
equal, amounts of sugar and together 
furnished 70 per cent In 
1898-- 9 
and 91 
per cent in 1897-- 8 
of all tbo sugar pro- 
duced on the Island of Cuba. 
.Forty-on- e 
centrals operated 
In 
1899. 
and 
twenty-on- 
e 
others did not operate, but 
were in working order. 
About 87 were 
destroyed during the war. 
Some of the 
large centrals were only preserved by 
their owners paying one or both sidea 
to protect 
their 
property. 
Many of 
those destroyed were lying idle and 
did not have modern machinery, which 
Is now requisite, and had been largely 
driven out of business by the compe- 
tition between beet 
and cane. 
The 
tendency of 
sugar-nrakln- 
g 
Is to 
the 
concentration of the work at tbe large 
centrals. 
The mills now operating are 
supplied with modern machinery, em- 
ploying more scientific processes. Their 
capacity will be sufficient 
for all the 
cane which can be raised in tbe next 
two or three years and it Is believed 
by experts can be enlarged to accom- 
modate any probable Increase of produc- 
tion. 
Tbe ownership of the centrals in 
operation is divided as follows; 
Four 
American, one Spanish and twenty-on- e 
Cuban In Santa Clara and seven Amer- 
ican, twenty Spanish, 
twenty-nin- e 
Cu- 
bans, two Germans and one French at 
Matanzas. 
The pay of laborers on the 
sugar estates varies from 40 cents a 
day for unskilled labor to $1.75 
for 
skilled. 
General Alison 
thinks that 
dally wages 
must necessarily rise as 
work Is undertaken, 
because 
the sup- 
ply of labor Is very limited. The skilled 
laborers are generally Spaniards 
or 
foreigners. 
The field hands are 
Cu- 
bans, colored or white. 
Many Chinese 
are employed about the sugar mills In 
business requiring close attention rath- 
er than mechanical skill. 
The cost of 
living Is given as follows: 
Rice, 6 cents 
per 
pound; 
cornmeal, 
4 
cents' 
per 
pound; beans, 7 cents per pound;' dried 
meat, 25 cents per pound. 
The mor- 
tality due to reconcentratlon and con- 
sequent starvation 
appears 
to have 
been in the province of Santa Clara 
about 
one-seven- th 
(population 
310,000 
in 1898, against 354,000 in 1897) as com- 
pared with the loss of 
one-thi-rd 
of the 
population of Matanzas province. This 
difference 
Is attributed 
to the 
differ- 
ence in the character of the country 
and tho more 
widely 
and scattered 
population, which enabled more of the 
Inhabitants to evade the strict compli- 
ance with the orders of reconcentra- 
tlon. General Wilson says that the re- 
vival of agrlculturo has rapidly prog- 
ressed under very discouraging circum- 
stances, but that the,people very great- 
ly lack animals. 
Cicnfuegos, 
tbe chief 
port oi Hanta uiara province, nas 
a 


first-cla- ss 
harbor, which could be im 
proved so thst the largest ships might 
come 
up to the dock. 
The province 
has an aggregate railroad mileage of 
260 miles, 
not 
Including numerous 
branches belonging to plantations. The 
value of sugar land ranges from 13 to 
160 per acre. 
Farms vary In slie from 
a single caballerla 
(35 acres) to "co 
lonies" and "ingenlos" or many thou 
sand acres. 
Tbo foreign Investor will 
be at a disadvantage in tbe examina

In the ena the disappointment of the 
patriots was sharpened perhaps by the 
fact that when the race was abandoned 
the Columbia 
was In the lead and im- 
proving her position, and had it been 
finished today the American champion 
might have had one race to her credit 
As a result of today's struggle and 
those of Tuesday and Thursday, the 
talent are 
a 
good deal confounded. 
Some of them differ-a- s 
to the merits of 
the two boats, but 
they seem unani- 
mous upon two things 
that the Sham- 
rock is 
the 
ablest 
boat 
that ever 
crossed the western ocean to lift the 
mug, and, what is still more 
impor- 
tant, she Is more ably handled than 
the defender. 
Ine superior seaman- 
ship of Captain Hogarth and his crew 
was demonstrated 
at several critical 
points In the race today. 
Though to Captain Barr 
and 
the 
nervy 
managing-owne- r 
of the Yankee 
sloop belong the credit of executing as 
brilliant 
and daring a piece of 
sea- 
manship as was ever witnessed in

yacht race, its recklessness caused

great deal of nervousness and anxiety;

cloudburst. 
The Irish boat went over 
seventeen seconds, later, with the same 
rig.

Duty of a 


' Physician to Prolans Ufa

Dear Sir: 
In your tame of Octo- 
ber 12 li an editorial, "Helping to Die." 
I would like to say a few words on this 
subject. 
Although I happen 
to be one 
of the younger physicians, and 
edu- 
cated 
In 
n 
school 
noted 
for 
the 
breadth of Its education, 
I cannot say 
I am free from "the old traditions and 
prejudices," 
If such 
Is Indicated 
by a 
reluctance to taking human life. 
There may be cases where sufferers 
form 
compacts 
with their physicians 
to the effect; that It their disease 
bc-co- 
unbearable 
ho will "take their 
life." 
But what 
would 
n. 
compact 
made with such 
n one be worth? 
A 
physician who makes such a compact 
has clearly lost nil recollection 
of the 
oath administered to him 
before, his 
university granted him his diplomas. 
If he can be made 
to break his first 
compact, 
I don't see how much reliance 
can 
be placed 
upon his keeping 
the 
second. 
Furthermore, 
so long ns the 
medical 
profession 
Is mauo up of hu 
' man beings, with all their frnilties and 
liability to err, I would strongly 
dep-j-cca- tc 
this 
d 
proposition 
"that strikes at once against the snags 
nnd prejudices of habit." 
To say that such a course 
docs sp 
strike. 
Is giving voice to something 
that has a very fine sound, but It Is bet- 
ter to have a habit with snags nnd 
prejudices than one that lays Its 
pos-bess- 
open to the suspicion 
of crimi- 
nal actions. 
Ybu say: "Who can now define the 
power 
which 
one rightfully has over 
his own lac, to preserve or destroy It, 
or delegate the power to others to de- 
stroy." 
It seems to me that after read- 
ing your editorial one would not fed 
it would be a difficult task to find one, 
at least. In our community, and conse- 
quently I would ask: Aro not the sup- 
porters of your argument taking unto 
themselves tho very power they scorn 
the 
Individuals for 
pos- 
sessing? 
But whatever may be bald from the 
theoretical point of view, there still 
remains the practical 
side, 
which 
Is 
naturally by far the more serious one 
and the question In practice devolves 
upon the physician to decide. 
Might 
I ask what are the exact conditions 
that would Justify n physician In tak- 
ing life? 
"When there is no hope," 
seems 
to 
bo tho 'apparent answer. 
Hut 
when 
is 
that? 
Any physician 
knows 
the truth 
of 
tho old saying, 
"While there Is life there Is hope." Or 
elso aro we to tako it when the patient 
is suffering cxtremo pain nnd thcro Is 
apparently no hopo of his living? The 
most common 
cause of such 
n condi- 
tion Is undoubtedly cancer, and would 
a physician lie Justified 
In taking llfo 
under 
such 
circunibtances, 
when 
n 
cure for cancer is on the vergo of dis- 
covery? 
It is rare that such pain can 
not be alleviated. 
Are 
wo to take it when a person 
is 
dying by 
Indies 
from consumption, 
when cases are on jecord of euro 
re- 
sulting from collapse 
of the lung due 
to perforation of the pleura? 
Arc we to tnkc It when a person 
is 
crippled 
for life, because they will 
bo 
a burden, 
to themselves and otners, 
when It Is common enough to find such 
cripples develop a mental capacity be- 
yond the ordinary? 
Should 
we take tho life of Imbecllas 
or Idiots, 
when 
craniectomy has 
re- 
cently made many of them rational 
be- 
ings? 
When 
in o wo to tako it? 
Not until 
mortal man acquires tho gift of seeing 
into the futuie, and ho has not yet at- 
tained that attribute 
at Jpast, 
1 linvo 
not heard of It. 
The cases that cannot bo alleviated 
by the judicious uso of proper remedies 
are so very few nnd far between ithat 
It is better to let ten such cases bear 
their burden 
than to tako the lifo of 
one who. for nil we know, might liavo 
recovered. ' 
Then again, aro wo to do It on our 
own initiative or If tho patient asks 
us. 
All medical 
men have had 
expe- 
riences 
in 
which 
the 
patient 
has 
begged 
of them "something 
to 
end 
their life," 
nnd yet many 
such 
have 
recovered. 
No, indeed, Mr. IMitur, do not saddle 
tho medical profession with any in ore 
care and worry than It bears right now. 
They aro sufficient 
without this addi- 
tional burden. 
Tho medical fraternity 
are not at all anxious that tho old say 
ing, "licensed to kill," should become 
fact nnd not metaphor.

products, said business to bo confined 
to within certnln limits In tho districts 
of Hllo and Punn, on the Island of Ha- 
waii. 
That the ranch In which tho said mi- 
nor la 
has found n market 
Within such limits and it would 
bo 
greatly to tho ndvnntngo 
of said 
mi- 
nor's, estate to bo ablo to participate in 
tho said proposed 
corporation.

The syllabus of thcT'declslon 
reads:

Tho opinion 
of the court Is by Jus 
tice Frear, and Is as follows 
This Is n submission upon nn agreed 
statement of facts under sections 1205- - 
1258 of the Civil Laws. 
The material facts 'agreed 
upon aro 
these: 
Tho plaintiff E. A. lloran, at 
the date of tho enactment of the Land 
Act, 
1S95, was the holder of a lease 
from 
tlio 
Commissioner 
of 
Crown 
Lands of lot 281, containing 47.25 acres, 
In the Ahupuna 
of Olaa, District 
of 
runn, Island or Hawaii; 
In 
1S9G, 
un- 
der tho provisions of Part IX of tho 
Land Act, he applied 
for the said lot 
In fee, representing that he hau 
15 per 
cent of tho lot under cultivation with 
coffee, fruit, Held or gurden crops nnd 
had improvements of house 
nnd cxtrn 
cultivation 
thereon 
of the value 
of 
200 
In addition 
to tho said 
15 per 
cent: the 
Sub-Age- nt 
of Public Lands 
for the district found that there were 
about ten acres under cultivation and 
that the house 
was 
of tho valuo 
of 
$150; the application was accepted 
nnd

due time n patent 
was 
Issued 
to 
lloran 
for the lot; lloran has contin- 
ued to llvo on the lot to the present 
time, nnd now has tho entire area un

ly, lots 10", 
108 and 109, 
In the new 
Olnn survey, but his application has

chnso these nddltlonnl lots at th?Ir ap 
praised uilue and nsks that tho

fendants bo ordered 
to Issue to him a

The decision 
of the 
caso depends 
upon tho construction of section 70 of

Having obtained a patent for 
all tho land covered 
by his lease 
un- 
der the lirst part or the section ho now 
seeks 
to obtain a patent of additional 
land under the second part of tho lec- 
tion. 
When he obtained his patent for the 
whole of tho land covered 
by the lease, 
tho lease terminated. 
In such cue the 
lease 
would naturally 
merge In the 
patent, and 
that 
It 
would 
become 
merged 
seems 
to have been 
contem- 
plated as shown 
by the clause In sec- 
tion 78 (Civ. Ij. Sec. 262), which pro- 
vides: 
"The premises thus sought to 
be patented shall, from the date 
of 
such application accompanied 
by 
one-four- th 
of tho purchase price, 
be free 
from 
tho stipulations 
of such crown 
lease, which shall, however, 
remain in 
full force as to the remainder of the 
premises described therein." 
Since the 
application and patent covered the en- 
tire premises In this case, the entire 
premises became free from the stipula- 
tions of tho lease and there was bo re- 
mainder of the premises as to which 
the lease could remain In force. 
Tho question, 
then, 
la whether 
a 
person 
who has onco 
exercised 
his 
right and who has obtained a patent 
for tho wholo of the land covered 
by 
his lease under the first part of the 
section may exercise his right a sec 
ond tlmo and under tho second part of 
tho 
section. 
Wo 
need 
not 
decide 
whether a person may first exercise 
his right under one part of the sec- 
tion nnd then under the other part or 
whether he may 
exercise 
his right 
more 
than once under either part in 
case ho should not obtain a patent for 
the whole 200 acres on his first appli 
cation, for In our opinion ho can cxer 
ciso his right only so long as he holds 
a crown land lease, and It appears in 
this caso that 
the 
applicant has no 
such lease, it having terminated upon 
IiIb obtaining bis patent for ithe whole 
land covered 
by ithe lease. 
The statute 
does not, as contended 
on behalf of the plaintiff, confer 
an 
ubsolute right to obtain a patent upon 
a person holding,a lease at the date. of 
the Act Irrespective 
of whether 
he 
holds the lease at the date of his ap- 
plication for the patent. 
If that were 
so the holder at the date of the Act 
could obtnln a patent oven though he 
might have assigned his lease prior to 
his application for the patent and his 
assignee, the holder of the lease, could 
not obtain a patent; 
or ho could ob 
tain n patent even though he had sur- 
rendered his lease botore his applica 
tion for tho patent 
which 
the appli 
cant hns practically done in this case 
by accepting a title in ice simple, rne 
statute clearly confers tho right upon 
only those who 
hold nt the date 
or 
their application leases in existence at 
tho date of the statute. 
It says in the 
first part of the section: 
"Any person 
holding land under a lease," not "any 
person 
who has 
held land under 
a 
leaso";. nnd In the second part of the 
section: "Any such person as aforesaid 
whose leaso covers" etc.; and the lan 
guage of the section throughout bears 
out this construction. 
It does not say 
that u person having a lease of fifty 
acres may cultivate ten ncres and then 
surrender his lease and obtain a fee 
simple title for the whole lot and then 
cultivate thirty acres of his own land 
thus obtained and held In fee simple 
nnd then ohtnln a patent for 150 acres 
more. 
This construction 
Is 
entirely 
con- 
sistent with the decisions 
In Webster 
vs. Luther, 
163 U. 
S. 
.137, and 
other 
cases relied on for the plaintiff, which 
held that sections 2304 and 2306 of tho 
United 
States 
Revised 
Statutes 
con- 
ferred upon certain soldiers and others 
an nbsoluto assignable right to acquire 
additional lands. 
Similarly, It might 
bo held under our statute that a per- 
son who camo within the terms of the 
statuto acquired an absolute right 
to 
obtain additional 
land, 
which right 
would pass with an assignment of the 
lease. 
But It could not bo held that 
ono who did not come within the terms 
of the statuto had 
such right. 
The 
statuto confers 
tho right 
upon only 
those holding land under leases and 
who havo improved 
tho required area 
of tho leased 
premises. 
In this case 
tho applicant docs not hold a crown 
land lease and ho has not Improved 
tho required area of land held under 
such a lease. 
As a basis for his prcs 
ent application 
ho has shown merely 
that he has a fee simple In his 
own 
right and that he has Improved 
only 
the land so. held In fee, although 
he 
o'hco held tho land under lease 
before 
he made the Improvements and before 
he made his present application. 
Judgment is ordered for the defend- 
ants. 


Sensational nnd Untrue. 
Tho. sensational artlclo in nn after- 
noon paper on glanders In the city Is 
unwarranted.

The Supreme 
Court

signed by Justices Frear unit Whiting 
has affirmed the decision 
of the lower 
court dismissing the hill on demurrer 
In the case of liana, 
Uml Kuknllanl, 
her husband, and 
coitce ana 
Fruit 
Company, 
Limited, 
against 
Pioneer Mill Company, Limited, an 
up-pe- al 
from the Circuit Judge of the First 
Circuit. 
TbeNoplnlon 
of the Court Is written 
by Justice Frcar and Is set forth In the 
syllabus as follow: 
"H signed two deeds, one purposing 
to release her dower right, the other 
all her right, title and Interest, In cer 
tain lands which had previously been 
mortgaged by 
her husband (she not 
Joining or relcnulng 
her dower) 
and 
rold on ioreclos'iie. 
H afterwards was 
Informed that her grantee claimed that 
there was a defect 
In the foreclosure 
sai 
and 
that 
she 
had 
inherited 
through her daughter 
"11 tho estate of 
her lusband, 
the daughter and 
hus 
band havln; died, and that consequent 
ly a fee itroplt' title had been convoyed 
by her itoeJs. 
She then brought n bill 
for the cancelation of tho deeds upon 
the ground of false and fraudulent rep 
re)tatlonii that Bhe hntt only a dow- 
er right. 
She did not 
show any 
de- 
fect In the foreclosure sale or show 
that rhe had more than 
.1 dower right 
or that sLo executed 
tho deeds 
In 
upon 
any false representation 
that she had only a dower rights She 
ailegeti also that she did not know that 
hr dwds purported to convey 
more 
than a dower right, but sho did not 
allege that her grantee had misled her 
a 
to what they purported to convey or 
show why she did not know what they 
purrorted to convey. 
"Held, on demurrer, 
that 
tho bill 
was insufficient." 
The history of tho case Is bIVck 
be- 
low: 
"This Is a hill In equity for tho can- 
celation of certain deeds on the ground 
of fraud and misrepresentation. 
The 
caBc comes here on appeal from n de- 
cree mistalnlns a demurrer to the bill 
and dismissing the bill. 
"Tne bill alleges la substance: That 
one Kapakahl in 1887 mortgaged 
cer- 
tain land owned by Mai attuated at La- - 
baiaa. Maul, Bis wife, taa plaintiff 
Ha-n- a, 
sot Jolnlac or releasing her dow- 
er; that the mortgaga was foreclosed 
In 1889; that the purchaser at tho fore- 
closure sale conveyed the lands In 1892 
to another, 
who, ia 
1896, conveyed 
tbem 
to 
the 
plalbtlaT 
corporation, 
which has since expended 
much money 
In Improvements thereon; that Kapa- 
kahl died in 1887, leaving his said wife 
and a daughter surviving him; that 
the daughter 
died in 189G; and that 
Hana and her present husband, 
tho 
plaintiff Uml 
Kukallanl, 
whom 
she 
married in 1890, are lepers at tho set- 
tlement on Molokal; that on March 
29, 
18S9, the defendant obtained from 
lia- 
na two deeds, one purporting 
to 
be 
a releapc of her dower, tho other a re- 
lease and quitclaim of all her Interest 
In thesn lands, and also a deed from 
her buebaud giving his consent to her 
Eald deeds, and two days later brought 
an action of 
ejectment

that at the time and before

The constantly Increasing Industrial 
Importance of India rubber renders of 
peculiar Interest tho experiments which 
havo been made by the Assam 
Forest 
Department on the cultivation of the 
Flcus 
elastlca. 
According 
to a 
cor- 
respondent of "Tho Field, 
tho Initial 
attempts to start successful plantations 
all resulted In failure, nnd It was not 
until 1879 that, any success 
w'ns attain 
ed. At the outset nn attempt was mado 
to Imitate Nature by planting tho seeds 
In clefts of trees, in tho hope that the 
Flcus might, in germinating, 
become 
epiphytic on Its host, but failure was 
the result. 
Planting cuttings was next 
resorted to 
but though llieso struck 
readily tho resulting trco was almost 
devoid 
of ncrlal roots, which 
nrc an 
Important factor In Its after 
life. 
In 
tho end tho plan was adopted, and has 
succeeded, 
of raising thu plant 
from 
seed and transplanting 
It as Its 
Btago 
of growth requires. 
Thus, the 
seed 
lings, when from two Inches to three. 
inches high, aro transplanted 
to nur 
sery beds, where they aro Inserted In

Commander 
McCalla 
on 
the Newark's Trip. 


Vessel Would Have Saved Twanty- - 
flve Hundred Tone of Coal Had 
Canal Ben Open. 


SAN

mander 
B. H. McCalla, United States 
navy, who brought the United States 
steamship Newark around the Horn, 
has Just answered a series of nine Ques 
tions asked by the Chamber of Com 
merce, 
through 
its 
vice 
president, 
George A. Newhall, on matters of vital 
Interest to promoters of the Nicaragua 
canal. 
The 
Information 
sought 
through this medium covers the length 
of the trip and the cost under the pres 
ent and possible 
future conditions. 
After statins 
that the 
Newark In 
making the trip from New York to San 
Francisco traveled 
16,086 
miles, and 
that It was estimated that could the 
vessel have come by the Nicaragua ca- 
nal, 8,070 miles would have been saved, 
Commander McCalla added that 
the 
coal consumed amounted to 4,187 tons, 
and that 2,418 tons might have been 
saved by the other route. 
He showed 
that nothing would have been 
saved 
In labor, as all the men were enlisted 
for a period of 
years, 
and that the 
dally pay of the ship's complement was 
1388.92. 
In answer to a sweeping 
ques- 
tion as to the entire amount which 
could have been saved had the canal 
been open, Commander McCalla writes: 
"I do not see that any allowance for 
a warship la necessary, since It ought 
to make a 
very 
slight 
difference, 
whether she steamed a long distance 
or a short distance. If the boilers and 
engines were in good condition when 
the ship started and if the officers and 
men wero efficient. 
I beg leave to add 
that, from a military point of view, the 
possibility of 
the fleet In 
tho Pacific or Atlantic by units from 
one or the other is of the greatest im 
portance, and as the canal would 
en 
able us to more quickly 
the 
Pacific or Atlantic fleet, such a water 
way would enable us to rest satisfied 
with n smaller navy than 
would 
be 
required without a canal. 
"The value to the, United 
States of 
such a canai as me one proposed across 
Nicaragua cannot be estimated in dol- 
lars, because 
the nbsenco 
of such 
a 
means 
of communication 
may easily 
mean defeat with sad and humiliating 
consequences. 
On the ground alone of 
sound 
naval policy 
the canal should 
already havo been in operation! and 
bcroro national interests, those of cor- 
porations, 
perhaps largely 
Imagina- 
tive, are Insignificant. 
"To point the moral we must 
con- 
sider the length of time which the bat- 
tleship Oregon 
was compelled 
to take 
In 
tne Atlantic 
fleet 
In 
1S9S. 
Wo muBt also realize the 
un- 
doubted 
nnd 
very 
great 
advantage 
which tho Suez canal affords to Great 
Britain in her communication with her 
Indian 
empire; 
and 
the 
increased 
strength 
which Germany possesses 
In 
being 
nlilo to unite 
her 
Baltic and 
Noith sen fleets in eighteen hours by 
means of the maritime canal through 
tho 
Srhleswlg-Holstel- 
n 
peninsula."

pool and billiard tables; In fact, I can- 
not begin to tell you what he has not 
brought, but I ran say this: he does 
not Intend to set up' a store for him- 
self.

Government property. 
"About sugar cane and rice:

experienced man came from Honolulu 
now lie could make money. 
Land is of 
tho very best, 
easily obtainable and 
worked and labor can be had It fair 
wages are paid.

wages is 37M: cents per day, American 
money, 
which 
Is

very high 
wages for people here.

I can say Is, 'Come and see be- 
fore others come.' 
Numbers of letters 
of Inquiry havo already been received. 
Good board and hou bo can be obtained 
and you can como via Yokohama by 
taking 
Captain Harrison's 
schooner 
Esmeralda, fare $25. making round trip 
to Guam every threo months nnd alter- 
nating with another Japanese trading 
schooner 
also running 
ex cry 
three 
months nnd owned 
by tho lllkl 
Trad- 
ing Company 
of Yokohama. 
You will 
not have the slightest trouble In com- 
ing this way, but It would be better It 
you could charter a steamer of your 
own.
